of great and urgent importunce. 
By all secounts bie time 
during the last few diya has been 
chiefly cecapied in slternately 
secepting aad rejecting the terms 
cffered by bia foroefal colleague, 
bat we gather thet be fiaally die- 
sented upon diecoverirg that it 
waa not intended that he himnelf 
eboald be s member of the War 
Council. It is almost anneces- 
esry to say that hed he. joined 
thet body in the capacity of chair- 
man—anc he could not hare 
done so in avy other—its 
essential value would at once 
have disappeared, and. it 
would have been a mere com- 
mittee-of the dilatory Osbinet. 
Against thet Mr. Lloyd Goorge 
snd those membera of the 
Government who understand 
what (his war mesna and what it 
‘demands from our ralere’ were 
bound to fight sod me rejrice 
that they have done eo euccess- 
folly. Mr. Aequith, ansble to 
accept either of the alternatives 
offered him by Mr. Lloyd George, 
has: taken the proverbiel third 
courses, and has himeelf resigned. 
We cannot ‘pretend to regret 
hia dcoision, and we most sincore- 
ly hope that Mr. Bonar Law will 
be able to form a strong and 
efficient Administration. One 
wesker or more feeble it would be 
impoesible to get togetler.
